emissions limits 


Plan aims to save oil, 
reduce gas meade 
on vehicles by 2016

WASHINGTON President Obama _ outlined 
Tuesday the nation’s first comprehensive 
effort to curb vehicle emissions while cutting 
dependence on imported oil, calling the plan an 
historic turning point toward a “clean-energy 
economy.” 

Joined in the White House Rose Garden by 
leaders of the auto industry, labor, government 
officials and key national and state political 
leaders, Obama said the agreement that once 
would have been “considered impossible” was 
what he termed a “harbinger of a change in the 
way business is done in Washington.” 

The two-pronged approach to problems 
that compound threats to the global environ- 
ment marks the latest in a series of shifts by 
the Obama administration away from the poli- 
cies of his conservative predecessor, former 
President George Bush. 

“Asa result of this agreement,” Obama said, 
“we will save 1.8 billion barrels of oil over the 
lifetime of the vehicles sold in the next five 
years. And at a time of historic crisis in our 
auto industry, this rule provides the clear cer- 
tainty that will allow these companies to plan 
for a future in which they are building the cars 
of the 21st Century.” 

He said the new rules amounted to remov- 
ing 177 million cars from the roads over the 
next 6 '/. years.

BUT WHAT’S THE CATCH? 

While the new fuel and emission standards for 
cars and trucks will save billions of barrels of 
oil, they are expected to cost consumers an 
extra $1,300 per vehicle by the time the plan 
is complete in 2016. President Obama said the 
fuel cost savings would offset the higher price 
of vehicles in three years. 


While requiring that vehicle carbon dioxide 
emissions be reduced by about one-third by the 
target date, the plan requires the auto industry 
to start building vehicles that average 35.5 miles 
per gallon. 


The plan also would effectively end a feud 
between automakers and statehouses over 
emission standards—with the states coming 
out on top but the automakers getting the sin- 
gle national standard they’ve been seeking and 
more time to make the changes. 

The plan, to be proposed in the Federal 
Register of pending rules and regulations, 
must still clear procedural hurdles at the 
Environmental Protection Agency and the 
Transportation Department. Automakers 
expressed their support for the plan. “We're all 
agreeing to work together on a national pro- 
gram,” said Dave McCurdy, president and CEO 
of the Alliance of Automobile Manufacturers.

Everyone has a minor obsession with certain musical artists, and ’'m 
no exception. 

Unfortunately, mine is a small act known as Bruce Springsteen. 

I say “unfortunately” only because when someone asks you about 
your favorite musician, it’s always best to make up a name out of thin 
air. If someone tells you his favorite musician is Kanye West, you think 
to yourself, “Oh, how original. Do you also enjoy oxygen? Please tell me 
more interesting things about yourself.” 

If you just invent a musician, though, no one can call your taste 
into question (“Monkey Pox Tribulation is the best alt-rock band 
of the decade”).

But I believe it says something about the power of his music that a

But drivers that don’t 
pick up riders still 
problem, records show

CTA bus drivers who don’t stop to pick up 
riders are responsible for causing the most 
common complaint to the transit agency, 
although the number of gripes in almost all 
the major categories has fallen since last year, 
according to new data based on customer 
phone calls and e-mails. 

In the first three months of this year, riders 
have contacted the CTA to complain about 
468 “pass-up” incidents in which bus drivers 
failed to stop at bus stops or wait for people 
flagging down a passing bus, according to a 
summary compiled by the transit agency to 
track complaints, kudos and trends. A total of 
602 pass-up complaints were received in each 
of the last two quarters of 2008. 

Rude bus and train operators ranked as 
the second-biggest irritant to riders so far 
this year. Complaints about rude operators 
totaled 458 in the first quarter, down from 
more than 500 in each of the two previous 
three-month periods, the records show. 

The replacement of aging buses with a 
modern fleet as well as track work to reduce 
rail slow zones may account for a decrease in 
complaints about service delays, officials said. 
The reduction in complaints overall this year 
is occurring amid a ridership increase of 2.5 
percent through April, compared with the 
same four-month period in 2008. 

If the complaint statistics continue to drop, 
the customer feedback suggests that the

Sponsoring Democratic Sen. Martin 
Sandoval of Cicero says texting distracts 
drivers and banning it would save lives. 


Rockford Republican Sen. Dave 
Syverson says the legislation was changed 
to allow texting if the car is on the side of 
the road and not moving. 

But critics say existing law covers the 
problem and that texting could be a vital 
safety necessity. 

The bill returns to the House for approval 
of the change. ap 


bus drivers and other recent new hires who 
tend to be younger than many in the CTA 
workforce and may view their jobs as a pay- 
check more than as a career, Rodriguez said. 

Regarding the problem of bus-bunching, 
customer complaints are declining over buses 
on the same route moving one behind the 
other. On the bright side, the CTA received 
an average of 1330 commendations a month in 
the first quarter of this year about employees 
who went the extra mile. 


Other top areas where customers complained 
that the CTA has fallen down on the job include: 

The failure of agency employees to help riders, 
averaging 347 complaints a quarter in July and 
March. 

Reckless driving, averaging 294 complaints per 
quarter over the same nine months. 

Operators talking on a cell phone while driving 
buses or trains, producing an average of 114 
complaints per quarter. 


Stroger veto of tax repeal stands 


Cook County’s unpopular 1 percentage point 
sales tax increase is sticking around, at least for 
now. County commissioners didn’t get enough 
votes at Tuesday’s board meeting to override 
Board President Todd Stroger’s veto of a mea- 
sure to repeal it. That leaves the sales tax in 
Chicago at 10.25 percent. 

Fourteen of the 17 commissioners needed to 
back a veto override for it to be successful but 


in the end only 11 supported it. 

But the fight over the county’s share of the 
sales tax is far from over. 

Commissioners quickly voted on another 
repeal measure setting up another confronta- 
tion with Stroger. The repeal measures pushed 
by commissioners continue to be larger than 
the smaller sales tax rollback Stroger has said 
he could back. ap

The video poker gamble 


Long relegated to the dark corners and back rooms of 
bars, taverns and social clubs across the state, video 
poker is emerging from the shadows as a bona fide 
way for lawmakers desperate for cash to pay for new 
schools, bridges and roads. 

As soon as this week, lawmakers could vote to legal- 
ize payouts from video gambling machines —a practice 
still illegal in most of the country. But as legislators in 
Springfield hastily work to hammer out the details 
of the plan, critics such as Cook County Sheriff Tom 
Dart warn that the quick dash for cash could come at 
a high and “dangerous” price. 

The move marks a rather quick change of heart for 
lawmakers who have kicked around the idea for years 
but never acted out of fear that sucha large expansion 
of gambling would do more harm than good, 

“Try to visualize the neighborhood bar or restaurant, 
where you stop for one drink before dinner, with three 
poker machines and people crowded around each one, 
feeding their paychecks into them,” Dart said. 

Under discussion among top lawmakers and Goy. 
Quinn is a plan that would allow bars and restaurants 


five machines, restricted to areas where only people 
older than 21 are served. Proponents estimate that 
legalizing video gambling would generate between 
$200 and $300 million a year through a 25 percent tax 
on revenue, though Rep. Frank Mautino (D-Spring 
Valley) said negotiators are looking to up the tax to 
30 percent. 

Mautino, who has proposed legalizing video gam- 
bling for years, said the machines would offer more 
games than just poker, including video slot machines 
and blackjack, Maximum bets would likely be set at $2, 
with winnings capped at $500. The machines would 
print out vouchers to be redeemed from the business 
operating the games. 

Under the current proposal, roughly 65,000 video 
gaming machines scattered across the state would 
become illegal to own and operate, and businesses 
would be required to buy new machines that could 
connect to a central computer run by the Gaming 
Board for monitoring transactions. A similar system is 
used by the Illinois Lottery to track retailers who sell 
tickets.

Mayor Daley on Tuesday said he'll take respon- 
sibility for the parking meter problems that 
sprung up after the city leased them to a pri- 
vate operator, saying there needed to be a lon- 
ger transition before the takeover. 

Pressed by reporters as to whose fault the 
parking meter issue was, Daley said, “Tl take 
the responsibility.” 

The mayor’s remarks came a day after alder- 
men railed at officials from the private compa- 
nies for issues such as broken meters, meters 
that were charging the wrong rates and out- 
dated fee information. 

“They're correcting many of the things that 
they found out. There should have been a lon- 
ger transition, should have been a 3-month 
transition,” Daley said at a South Side senior 
center where he talked about services available 
to residents dealing with the recession. 

Daley said the meters “weren't in the best 
of shape” and added that the company is now 
bringing in new technology to make it easier for 
drivers to be able to pay. 

The mayor also continued to defend the deal, 
which aldermen overwhelmingly approved in 
December in return for $1.15 billion for the 
financially strapped city. 

“Tn the long run, this is the best thing,” Daley 
said.

And he 
was like, “All right.” I sent him a cassette tape of 24 
songs I had written. He picked the 11 he liked best 
and that’s what the record became. 


When you and Boots get together off stage, is it 
somber, political talk or ...? 

It’s anonstop laugh riot when we get together. 
That’s really something I’ve enjoyed with Boots 
and the other guys in the touring band Street 
Sweeper Social Club. Like, I haven't had this many 
laughs in a real long time. We're having a real fun 
time. While the music is serious, it’s a really fun 
atmosphere. 
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I think this is a record that Rage enthusiasts 
are going to just love. What do you say to those 
longtime fans who might be hesitant about check- 
ing this out? 

What I’ve always tried to do is just put the 

music out there and whoever gravitates toward 

it, gravitates toward it. There were some Rage 
fans who didn’t like Audioslave but did like the 
Nightwatchman. So, y’ know, it’s really hard to

He simply shook his 
head at the craptastic song—truly as schlocky as any 
past “Idol” song. 

But back to the competition: Lambert, long the 
judges’ favorite, drew only praise from Cowell after his 
final performance. “The whole idea of doing a show 
like this is that you hope that you can find a worldwide 
star,” Cowell said. “I genuinely believe with all my 
heart that we have found that with you.” 

And that’s why Lambert should wear the “Idol” 
crown when Ryan Seacrest announces the results at the 
end of the bloated, two-hour finale beginning 7 p.m.

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Red 
light, 
stop!

Ona list of things people love, red light cam- 
eras probably fall somewhere between public 
speaking and the swine flu. 

Having myself received a ticket after a rush- 
hour infraction at the intersection of camera- 
enforced Damen and Fullerton avenues last 
summer, I can’t say ’m much of a fan of these 
Robot Traffic Nannies either. 

So when Chicago-based Cobra Electronics 
offered me a chance to test ride in a car that 
used one of the company’s new radar detec- 
tors—the XRS 9960G, I jumped at the 
chance. This gadget is equipped with a GPS 
tracker that has a regularly updated database 
of all of the intersections in Chicago using red 
light cameras. Cobra claims that its snazzy 
device makes you a safer driver, and helps you 
avoid a $100 ticket. 

The XRS 9960G doesn’t magically block 
the cameras or give you a free pass to run red 
lights. That would be uncivilized. The gadget 
simply warns you about upcoming intersec- 
tions guarded by Mayor Daley’s cash cows. For 
example, when we were 100 yards or so from 
the intersection of Armitage and Western ave- 
nues, the detector’s display turned green and 
pointed an arrow at the direction of the cam- 
era. When we got closer, the display turned 
orange, a robotic female voice warned “Photo 
Enforcement Area,” followed by the display 
turning red upon approach. 

Personally, I would have liked a warning 
that we were next to Margie’s Candies—“Ice 
cream is good!” the voice could say—but that’s 
just me. 

The Cobra was effective at every intersec- 
tion we tested on our 30-minute ride, except 
for an instance at California and Diversey 
Avenues, where we drove under the I-90 over- 
pass. The GPS didn’t recognize the intersec- 
tion until we were nearly on top of it. 

After our ride, I had decidedly mixed feel- 
ings about the device. At $389.95 (including a 
lifetime subscription to the constantly updat- 
ed database), it’s pricey. I couldn’t help think- 
ing that we already have devices that turn

colors to warn us about intersections — those 
would be traffic lights. Unless you plan to 
coast through red lights in non-camera super- 
vised areas, why bother buying an extra pair of 
lights to look at? 

The device would be much more worthy 
for warning about speed-enforcement camera 
traps, because lets face it, everyone under the 
age of 75 drives over the speed limit at times. 
Fortunately, Chicago doesn’t have to worry 
about these bad boys—yet. 

If nothing else, our test drive proved to me 
that there is no magic bullet for road safety. 
At the intersection of Western and Madison 
avenues, the Cobra device let us know that 
the intersection was being monitored. So we 
began to turn left ... and almost hit a guy who 
was crossing the street at the wrong time. 
Defensive driving 1, Computers o. 

Verdict: Red light cameras suck, but these 
detectors aren’t worth it unless you have trou- 
ble following regular traffic signals.

Get ready for summer 
with Memorial Day wines 


Memorial Day weekend marks the unofficial start of the summer, 
which for many of us means al fresco dining, backyard gatherings, festi- 
vals and picnics. I find the wines I prefer for outdoor entertaining dur- 
ing the hot summer months represent the same carefree vibe and spirit 
of the season: uncomplicated and easy to drink. I don’t want to have 

to worry about letting the wine breathe, having the right stemware or 
proper food and wine pairing —just pop the cork (or twist the cap) and 
drink! 

The general fruit profile of a summer selection should be light, 
refreshing and juicy. For white wines I’m looking for styles that are 
crisp and slightly fruity, such as riesling or Italian vermentino. The 
bright citrus flavors of these wines pair well with picnic salads, seafood, 
sandwiches and various types of cheeses. 

During the frigid winter months, hearty red wines are what I crave, 
but these wines are just too heavy to enjoy on a hot muggy day. A much 
more refreshing option is a lighter red wine that can be served slightly 
chilled such as gamay-based Beaujolais. The juicy red cherry flavors are 
a wonderful complement to grilled meats such as bratwurst, burgers 
and hot dogs. And of course, no summer would be complete without a 
chilled bottle of rose wine. The pink hue may remind you of the sugary
